This year we have a total registration of 66 in our 
three schools. Thus far the Bennett school has had 
the best attendance. During the fall term of 15 weeks, 
nine pupils were perfect in attendance: Merrill Hale, 
Shirley Gabert, Pauline Gabert, Gladys Stoddard, Arn- 
‘old Pease, Dorothy Waite, Winslow Hale, Philip Briggs, 
Glen Westine. In June, 12 pupils were graduated from 
the grammar school. Graduating exercises with a re- 
ception to parents and friends were held in the town 
hall. The following week the graduating class, with 
their teachers, enjoyed the customary sight seeing and 
pleasure trip. Eight of tne graduates entered high 
school in September, making our present number of 
high school students eleven. 

We have two pupils in the Brandon school for the 
mentally defective. 

Some much needed improvements have been made 
this year in our school houses. The Bennett school re- 
ceived honorable mention from the State Board of Edu- 
cation. Both the outside and the interior of this build- 
ing have been painted. A Smith System heater has 
been installed and a new chimney built, while some new 
windows add much to the attractiveness of the room. 

At the village school new toilets have been installed, 
a part of the playroom being taken for this purpose. 
Running water has been brought to the building. Some 
painting has been done and other repairs made. All 
our schools are now equipped with slate blackboards. 

The children of the town have earned money to help 
pay for these things. Some new books have been pur- 
chased. The school year has been successful.
